Had Resided In Pettis County 
Thirty- Six Years.

Past experience shows that the Se­ 
dalia g rocer is a g uileless soul, who 
believes everybody is just as honest 
as himself, and when any kind of new 
bait is thrown under his nose he swal­ 
lows it, hook, line, rod and reel, at a 
sing le g ulp, and never bats an eye. 
Then when his stomach beg ins to re­ 
hell he g oes around among the other 
g rocers, on a “noseing ” expedition, 
and, to his g reat relief, he ascertains 
that all of the rest of the hunch have 
been swallowing the same kind 
of 
bait. 
About a year ag o a shrewd sales­ 
man struck the town with a scheme 
that caug ht them all.

She 
represented that a sy ndicate composed 
of manufacturers of health and break­ 
fast food, soap and cig ars were pub­ 
lishing a hig h-g rade mag azine, of the 
size of the Ladles’ Home J ournal, for 
the purpose of advertising their g oods. 
The mag azine, th© lady salesman said, 
was profusely Illustrated, had an il­ 
luminated cover aud filled to the brim 
with interesting reading , short stories 
and had a puzzl© pag e.
